THE PREFACE. 

JT it evident nnio alt men diligently reading the holy Seripture and 
-^ oitnitnfAuthori, that from the Apostles' lime there haae been these 
Order* of Ministers in Christ's Church ; Bishops, Priests, and Dea- 
miu. Which Offices mere evermere had in each reverend Estinuxtion, 
tiuU no man might presjime to execute any qf them, except he leere first 
tailed, Irifd, examined, and knoan to haue such gualities as are re- 
juisile for the same ; and a/so by pabliek Prayer, with Impotition of 
Hands, were approved artd admitted thereunto by laafuf Authority. 
And titerefore, to the intent that these Orders may be conHnued, and 
reverenlly used and esteemed, in the United Church of EnglaEd and 
Iidaiid i no man shall be accounted or taken ta be a laieful Bishop, 
Prieet, or Deacon in the United Chareh of England and Ireland, or 
luffered to cxeettte any nfthe said Functions, except he be called, tried, 
examined, and aihaitled thereunla, according Ib the Form hereafter 
foilauiing, or hath had formerly Episaopal Consecration, or Ordination. 

And none shall be admitted a Beacon, except he be Taenly-lhree 
years of age, ui^ss he have a Facwity. And every man which it to 
be admitted a Priest shall be full Four-and-twenty years old. And 
every man which is to be ordained or comecralert Bishop shall be fully 
Thirty years of age. 

And the Bishop, knowing either by himself, "r by tufficieni lesli- 
iHony, any Person to be a man of virluous conversation, and leilhoat 
erime ; and, after examination and trial, finding him learned in the 
Latin Tongue, and sufficiently instructed in holy Scripture, may at 
the times appointed in the Canon, or else, on urgent occasion, upon 
same other Sunday or Holy-dag, in the face of the Church, admit him 
a Deacon, in such manner and form as hereafter follovieth.

HIS MAJESTY'S DECLARATION. 
TiEING hy God's Ordinance, accordiag to Our Just Title, D«- 
-** fender <m the Faith, and Supreme Governour of the Choich, 
within these Our Dominions, We hold it most atfreeable to this Our 
Siaglg Qffirx, and Oar own religions Zeal, to conserve and mm*- 
tain the Church committed to Our Charge, in Unity of true Etii- 
gion, and ia the Band nf Peace; and not to ifffer uaneceunj 
Diiputatiom, Altercations, or Questions to be raised, which nay 
tiaurish Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth. We Acv 
therefore, upon matare Deliberation, and with the Advice of it 
many of Our Bishops as might conveniently be called togetif, 
ihonightjii to make this Declaration foUowing: 

That the Articles of the Church of England (which ham bu* 
allowed and authorized lieretofare, and tthich Our Clergy genen^ 
hace subscribed unto) do contain the true Doctrine of tie Chureh '( 
England agreealle to God's Word: which We do therefore roliS 
and confirm, requiring all Our loving Subjects to conttKue in m 
vnifoj-m Frofeiston thereof, and prohibiting the least difference ftw 
the said Articles ; which to that End We comma-ad tote new prill- 
ed, and this Our Declaration io be published therewith. 

That We are Supreme Goueraojir of the Church of Engltnd: 
And that if' any Difference arise about the external Policy, W- 
ceriiing the InjnncUonB, CanoDs, and other ConstitutionB vAatt/- 
ever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation is to ordf 
and settle them, having Jirst obtained leave under Our Broad Sfl 1 
so Io do : and We approiA-iig their said Ordinances and CoTistltf 
tians; providing that none be made contrary to the Laws and Cus- 
toms of the Land.

Things, as, being nuule plain by them, and assented unto by Us, 
shall concern the settled Continuance of the Doctrine and Discipline 
of the Church of England now established; from which We wiU 
not endure any varying or departing in the lea^t Degree. 

That for the present, though some differences have been ill raised, 
yet We take comfort in this, that all Clergymen within Our Realm 
have always most willingly subscribed to the Articles established; 
which is an argument to Us, that they all agree in the true, usual, 
Hieral meaning of the said Articles; and that even in those curious 
points, in which the present differences lie, men of all sorts take 
the Articles of the Church of ISngland to be for them; which is 
an argument again, that none of them intend any desertion of the 
Articles established. 

Thai therefore in these both curious and unhappy differences, 
which have for so many hundred years, in different times and places, 
exercised the Church of Christ, We will, that all further curious 
search be laid aside, and these disputes shut up in Godts promises, 
as they be generally set forth to uj in the holy Scriptures, and the 
general meaning of the Articles of the Church o/*£ngland according 
to them,. And that no man hereafter shall either print, or preach, 
to draw the Article aside any way, but shall submit to it in the plain 
and full meaning thereof: and shall not put his own sense or com- 
ment to be the meaning of the Article, but shall take it in the literal 
and grammatical sense. 

That ifanypublick Reader in either of Our Universities, or any 
Head or Master of a College, or any other person respectively in 
either of them, shall affix any new sense to any Article, or shall 
publickly read, determine, or hold any publick Disputation, or suf- 
fer any such to be held either way, in either the Universities or 
Colleges respectively; or if any Divine in the Universities shall 
preach or print any thing either way, other than is already esta- 
blished in Convocaiion with Our Royal Assent; he, or they the 
Offenders, shall be liable to Our displeasurCy and the Church's cen- 
sure in Our Commission Ecclesiastical, as well as any other: And 
We will see there shall be due Execution upon them.
